Mrs. Stewart was given the power 
to appoint such directors and a s s i s t ­ 
ants as she and hercommittee should 
judge necessary 
best 
to 
maintain 
and control the public playgrounds. 
The directors and assistants arc to 
serve without pay and 
the 
school 
board does not, in making the ap 
pointment, assume any financial ob­ 
ligation for control or maintenance 
of the playgrouds until further ac­ 
tion is taking by the hoard authoriz­ 
ing such obligation ami control by 
the board.

Democratic rule. Rush county this 
year will pay into the coffers of the 
stale a little less than twenty thous­ 
and dollars more than it did. This is 
liown by the semi-annual settlement 
of the ninetv-two county treasurers 
of Indiana with the state treasurer. 
At the June settlement last year. 
Rush county paid into the state $38,- 
816.27, whereas this year the county 
t mi surer turned over to 
the 
state 
$48.098.95 in Rush county 
taxes. 
This is a difference of $9,332.08, 
But it should be remembered that 
this increase in favor of the state 
and against the county is for only 
i\ months. 
At the December set­ 
tlement there will he an increase ii 
the amount the county pays the stale 
equally as great if not greater. 
The country treasurers, in making 
their semi-annual settlement June 30, 
paid into the state treasury an ag­ 
gregate of $4,604,372.05 in cmnpari- 
son with $3,742,730.52 paid at the 
June settlement in 1913. 
The increase of $801,^30.13 in the 
revenues for six months i- due to the 
boost in the state tax levy made by 
the 1913 General Assembly 
and to 
increased assessments of property. 
The semi-annual settlement made by 
the counties with the treasurer of 
state a few days ago gave the first 
line on what tin* revenues would be 
under the readjusted state tax rate. 
Of the $4.004,372.05 paid into the

June 
settlement, $1,774,875.22 represents 
the state school fund interest and 
unclaimed fees, which is to he ap­ 
portioned among the several coun­ 
ties.

The 
superintendent’s 
salary 
is 
$600 a year. The county pays for 
the help of one man and one woman. 
As you know, the buildings are old 
and not satisfactory. They are kept 
about as well as possible under the 
conditions. 
It is very 
difficult 
to 
properly care for the inmates during 
the winter as the water is shut off 
in the building and the hath 
tubs 
cannot be used. 
The only quarters 
for women are on the second floor 
and some of the inmates are feeble 
and unable to go up and down stairs. 
The halls, which are used for living 
rooms, are dark and poorly ventilat­ 
ed. The buildings are lighted by nat­ 
ural gas and heated by gas and coal 
stoves. The bedding is standard and 
in fair condition. 
Population, 19 men, 5 women, to­ 
tal 24. Most of the inmates are old 
anil feeble; 
none are able-bodied. 
The provision for sex separation is 
not satisfactory. 
Imnalcs 
appear 
clean. 
They bathe weekly in s u m ­ 
mer but only every two weeks in win­ 
ter. 
Plenty of clothing is provided.

beggarly 110,000, a s a g a inst 39 0,- 
021 v otes ca st for you in 19 12; that 
in Ca lifornia the republican enroll­ 
ment exceeds that o f either demo- 
era ls or prog ressiv es by more than 
100,000: that South Da kota , which 
g a v e you 10,000 ma jority, ha s re­ 
cently elected a regular republican 
United Sta tes sena tor by 9 ,000: that 
the recent sta te election in Arka n­ 
sa s showed a republican loss o f 8,- 
000, democra tic loss 15,000 progrès - 
iv o lo-.s 12,000; that in the Ma ry­ 


land sena toria l election the republi­ 
ca n v ote increa sed 20,000 and flu* pro­ 
g ressiv e v ote decrea sed 50,000; that 


in Schuyler county, 
Pennsylv a nia , 
the republican enrollment increa sed 
10.000 and the prog ressiv e enroll­ 
ment decrea sed 9 ,000; that in Alleg ­ 
heny county, where Ta ft receiv ed 
only 24,000, the republican enroll­ 
ment now is 127,000; that Omaha, 
Neb., shows republican gain o f 4,- 
000, democra tic loss, 4,000 prog res- 
iv e loss 5,000; tha t the republicans 
wept St. Louis at the spring elec­ 
tion and carried the leading prog rès- 
iv e district in Chica g o ,and finally 
that few, if any, prog ressiv es hav e 
been elected to the leg isla tures of 
ta tes which g a v e you the strong est 
upport ? 
“ What is the true portent of these 
a ma zing republican rev iv a ls a ccom ­ 
panied inv ariably by corresponding 
democra tic rev ersa ls and prog ressiv e 
recessions to the v a nishing point ? 
Ev en the president seems at la st to 


perceiv e the writing on the wall if, 
a s reported, he g a v e a s a rea son for 
forcing so many democra tic mea sur­ 
es at this session his desire t<» clea r 
the wa y for non-pa rtisa n leg isla tiv e 
work thereafter.

icav iiv upon the democra tic pa rty 
in public estima tion

The wisest and shrewdest

m a ss of v oters, for one rea son or 
mother, but chiefly beca use of their 
inability to prosper, hav e become so 
mhittcrcd that they a wa it only an 
opportunity to repudiate for the time 
it lea st, not merely the pa rty in 
power, but all the g uise o f g ov ern­ 
mental interference and g o v e r n m e n ­ 
tal control regarded a s radica lism 
that the pa rty s t a n d s for. 
“ And thi> a ntipa thy 
is reckoned 
to comprehend you, our colonel, and 
your policies no less tha n the p r e s i ­ 
dent and his. 
It is ‘a plague o' both 
your houses.' "

Terre Ha ute Sta r, The 
Louisv ille 
Herald and the 
Chica g o 
Ev ening 


P o s t , and its policy is a bout 
the 
sa me a s the India na polis Star. 


Tom Pa tterson, the former ow n­ 
er of the News, is ca lled “ the trouble 
maker o f Denv er.” 
lie is now trying 
to get the nomination for gov ernor 
on the Democra tic ticket. 
At the beginning o f the Colorado 
coa l strike the newspa per publishers 
of the sta te held a meeting in Den­ 
v er to outline a policy in regard to 
how to handle the strike news. 
They 
agreed upon a certain line o f a ction, 
pa rt o f which 
wa s 
proposed 
by 
Shaffer 
who attended the meeting. 
But shortly a fterwa rds “ something 
happened t<> the N ew s” — (something 
similar to that which J us. E. W a t­ 
son 
sa id 
in 
his 
recent 
article, 
happened to the India na polis Star, 
during the la st 
presidentia l 
ca m ­ 
pa ig n), which ca used the News to 
repudiate the agreement signed at 
the newspa per meeting and allied it­ 
self with the la wless element o f the 
Sta te and g rossly and willfully m is­ 
represented the conditions to such 
an extent a s to g iv e Colora do 
a 
“ black eye,” and bring about a g en­ 
eral depression, which ha s prev a il­ 
ed all ov er the sta te for nea rly a 
yea r. 


La st month (in M a y) when con­ 
ditions in Colorado were about un­ 
bearable, “ law 
and 
order” m a s s 
meeting s were held all ov er the sta te 
and law and 
order 
lea g ues 
were 
formed. 
At ea ch one o f these m a s s 
meeting s the Rocky Mountain N e w s 
wa s roundly 
condemned 
by 
the 
spea kers and by strong resolutions. 
When the News sa w which wa y tlit* 
wind wa s blowing it put up a motto 
in hold type on ea ch side of the title 
on the front page, which rea ds:“ Our 
Pla tform — for Law and Order, but 
Abov e all La w and Order and J u s ­ 
tice." 
A recent spea ker sa id, “ The Rocky 
Mountain News is trying to ra ise a 
fa lse issue to deciev e honest men and 
sa v e a sinking ship 
o f 
economic 
sentimenta lism. 
Its talk of ‘justice’ 
a s an issue show’s the possibilities of 
a reformer, when he loses sig ht of 
fa cts and log ica l thinking. 
It does 
not seem to know tha t justice is a 
rela tiv e term and the 
product of 
something more essentia l and funda ­ 
mental 
J ustice ca n nev er come till 
law and order methods a re supreme.
